Remember certain prescribed 
drugs, medicines, foods, cosmetics 
and plant materials can also make 
people more sensitive to sunlight. 


The heat can affect anyone, but 
some people run a greater risk of 
serious harm, especially the very 
young, older people and those with 
serious illnesses. 


16. Stay tuned to the weather 
forecast and plan ahead with 
supplies - think of elderly 
neighbours who may need help 
with supplies. 


17. Identify the coolest room in the 
house to cool down or sleep in. 


Coping with sunburn 


Sunburn is when your skin overheats 
and becomes red and painful and 
may later peel or blister. 


It can make heart and respiratory 
problems worse and in extreme 
cases can lead to heat stroke, which 
can be fatal. 


18. People with respiratory problems 
should stay inside during the 
hottest part of the day. 


To stay safe: 


Most skin cancers are caused by 
damage from sunburn and could 
easily be prevented. 


If you get sunburn: 


1 . 


Apply sunblocks or sunscreens 
with high sun protection factors 
(at least factor 15). 


• Cool the skin down by dabbing 
it with a cool, wet towel or 
tissue. 


10. Keep an eye on children, 
vulnerable friends and 
neighbours.

Take extra care with children - 
use factor 30 plus. For babies 
use factor 50 plus. 


• If really bad, take a quick cold 
shower. 


11. Keep plenty of water to hand 
and stay in the shade where 
possible.

Apply generously and reapply 
frequently, especially after 
activities such as swimming or 
towelling. 


• Don't go back into the sun until 
you've healed. 


• Drink plenty of fluids to replace 
the water lost through sweating 
and to cool down.

Limit the amount of time you 
spend in the sun, particularly 
between 11am and 3pm. 


For adults, painkillers such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen can 
help relieve pain and reduce 
swelling. 


14. People with serious health 
problems (for example heart 
conditions), should avoid going 
out in the heat, especially 
between 11am and 3pm.

TURNING St Mary's Church into 
an arts centre is a “cop out” and a 
“cheap alternative” to providing a 
proper theatre for Ashford according 
to campaigners. 

Both believers and non-believers alike have 
criticised the plans, with one side worried 
about religious censorship of events and the 
other concerned about the scheme’s effect on 
the church and its congregation. 

Jack Cowan, who has campaigned for the 
town to have its own independent theatre, said: 
“It is a cop out in my opinion. It’s a step for¬ 
ward, but not a giant leap. It will still feel like 
a church and there will always be that atmos¬ 
phere. The function of a church is worship. 

“The church will have editorial rights 
over what can and can’t be performed there so 
anything that might be a bit close to the bone 
or anti religion or Church of England will get 
vetted, so it’s not really a free theatre.” 

The desire for a theatre has been expressed 
by many Ashford residents, especially as the 
town’s population increases. 

Peter Davison, leader of the Independent 
group of the council, said: “This does not meet 
the needs of a growing Ashford. It is a conven¬ 
ient and cheap alternative. 

“With all the money that comes in from gov¬ 
ernment for the building it should have been 
possible to have built something that could be 
combined with other sorts of earning power. 

“There is a huge wealth of talent in the bor¬ 
ough both artistic and for performance that 
deserves its own space.”

New commercial 
quarter is vital to 
town's expansion 


PLANS for a massive com¬ 
mercial area near the station 
were unveiled last week. 

The business district covers 16 
acres and the designs include 
590,000 sq ft of offices and 26,000 sq 
ft of shops and leisure outlets, as well 
as 150 flats. 

Developers say the commercial 
quarter is designed to capitalise on 
the town’s improved transport links, 
especially the new high-speed com¬ 
muter service. 

Judith Armitt, managing director 
of Ashford’s Future, said expanding 
the town centre was vital to support 
the forecasted growth of Ashford 
over the next couple of decades. 

High-tech 

The commercial quarter is one of 
six areas that were outlined for new 
development as part of the Town 
Centre Area Action Plan in April. 

It will be built on land currently 
occupied by businesses next to the 
Stour River and the all-day station 
car parks off Elwick Road. 

The Town Centre Area Action Plan 
will soon be put forward to the 
Secretary of State for approval. 

The commercial quarter is seen as 
a key way to attract more of the 
high-tech jobs the area needs.

It is hoped Ashford can attract 
businesses from the north of 
England and Europe. 

Jo James, from Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “It will attract the 
kind of people we want to come to 
Ashford. It could not be better placed 
to have the commercial quarter 
where it is so close to the station. 

She said: “Even though we are in 
difficult times things have not 
ground to a halt there is still move¬ 
ment and businesses are still looking 
at relocating. 

“I think we have the right product 
at the right time, but the quality has 
to be good if we want to attract qual¬ 
ity businesses into the area.” 

Preparation for the commercial 
quarter site is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by October. 

Ashford’s Future and South East 
England Development Agency will 
then begin discussions with poten¬ 
tial development partners in the pri¬ 
vate sector. 

Mrs James said: “The more we get 
proposals like this the more it puts 
Ashford on the map. We have a real¬ 
ly good window of opportunity and 
we need to show potential investors 
plans like this to raise our profile.”

There are also concerns the move 
will undermine the church’s role as a 
place of worship. 

A campaign has even been 
launched to save the building, partic¬ 
ularly its interior, from some of the 
alterations that will be needed to 
make it into a performance space. 

Cllr Davison said: “There is a strong 
body of people who want to retain the 
pews. Once they have gone they will 
be gone forever. A church interior 
evolves; its pews were made by local 
people out of local wood.” 

However, Reverend Colin Preece 
who runs the church, has defended 
the plans saying many people support 
the change and it will be a way to help 
maintain the building and increase 
its role community. 

And according to Cllr Gerry 
Clarkson, portfolio holder for cultural 
services, all the historic pews are in 
the gallery and will not be affected by 
the alterations. 

Mr Cowan said: “There are other 
venues that could be used, for exam¬ 
ple the Centrepiece Church in Bank 
Street which has just gone up for sale. 

“I tried persuading the council and 
other groups last year to take it on, 
but no one wanted to commit to it. 

“The whole thing could be converted 
and it is in a ideal location, but it was 
a missed opportunity.” 

Conversion of police 
centre will create jobs 

THE former police training centre at 
Grosvenor Hall in Kennington will be 
converted into an activity centre for 
schoolchildren. 

There had been concerns from local 
residents the site would be sold off for 
housing. The site will be run by 
Kingswood, a private company who 
specialise in providing activity cours¬ 
es for schools and other groups. 

The company says the centre at the 
50-acre site will create 150 jobs for 18 
to 24 year olds working as instructors. 
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Lorry parks'answer to 
foreign truck problem'

THE council has admitted 
that double yellow lines 
will not solve the problem 
of foreign lorries clogging 
roads in Orbital Park. 

Since the lines were painted the 
numbers of lorries parking on the 
roads has not significantly 
reduced, with as many as 60 
trucks parking in the area at 
weekends, according to residents. 

And they say it’s not just about 
truckers flouting British regual- 
tions, there is a major safety worry 
as well. 

Cllr Michael Claughton (pic¬ 
tured right) portfolio holder for 
parking, said: “It is unrealistic to 
assume our new parking control 
measures alone will solve the 
problem. 

“Some foreign lorry drivers will 
continue to flout parking restric¬ 
tions safe in the knowledge that 
our laws are unenforceable on the 
continent. It will take changes in 
national legislation to solve this.” 

“The new parking controls have 
not been put into place just in a 
response to problems of overnight 
lorry parking. Orbital Park is a 
very busy development with two 
main roads leading to South

Willesborough and Newtown.” 

The council argues that the 
measures are also designed to 
tackle cars visiting Ashford 
Market. The council admits there 
is little action they can take 
against foreign lorry drivers. 

Businesses at the park say that 
the blockages make it difficult for 
customers to park. 

Sandra Richie, deputy manager 
of the French Connection Brewers 
Fayre restaurant and pub, said: 
“People complain about being 
stuck in the car park or not being 
able to get in. 

“If you go up to the drivers they 
just hurl abuse at you and say that 
it is against the law for them to 


move because they have driven 
their quota of hours.” 

The council says it has agreed 
with a European bailiff to try and 
recover unpaid parking fines but 
the arrangement will cover only 
some European countries. 

Ashford council say the problem 
can only be tackled by a network of 
lorry parks around the country. 

Cllr Claughton said: “This is not 
something a local or even a county 
council can fund as the cost of a 
lorry park would run in to many 
millions. 

“It is inappropriate to expect 
local council tax payers to fund 
what is a national problem and we 
look to the county council and cen¬ 


tral government to seek solutions.” 

Sara Davidson lives 400 yards 
away in South Willesborough and 
believes no one is taking responsi¬ 
bly. 

She said: “If these lorries pitched 
up around Ashford ringroad, some¬ 
thing would be done. 

“It is not just about illegal park¬ 
ing, the lorries make the road dan- 
gerons and the truckers dump 
their waste by our roadside. 

“The police should be asked to 
enforce the law properly.

Boy, 13, abused on 
fishing trips in 70s 


A SEX offender who preyed on his 
victim whilst fishing has been sen¬ 
tenced to three years in jail. 

Peter Willis, 58, of Gregory Court, 
Churchfield Way, Wye first met the 
13-year-old boy he abused back in 
the late 70s. 

The two were fishing along the 
canal and waterways near 
Bonnington, where Mr Willis carried 
out a series of sexual assaults up 
until 1981. 

It was not until 26 years later that 
the abuse was reported to police in 
October 2007. 

The police then issued an e-fit pic¬ 
ture of the man and thanks to 
responses from members of the pub¬ 
lic, Mr Willis was arrested and 
charged with four counts of sexual 
assault on a child under 14 years old. 

Mr Willis was finally sentenced for 
the crimes last week. 

Acting Detective Inspector Mark 
Buck, who led the investigation, 
said: “This has been a successful 
investigation. This man is a danger¬ 
ous individual and he continues to 
pose a serious risk to children. 

“He preyed on his victim whilst 
fishing in the late 1970s and early 
1980s. I would like to thank mem¬ 
bers of the public who recognised the

and contacted us with his name.” 

A police spokesman said: “The vic¬ 
tim was able to give us a very 
detailed description of the man 
which led to an excellent e-fit from 
which he was recognised.

It is often not until 
people are adults that they feel 
empowered enough to tackle their 
abusers.”

“To say that farmers no longer support the 
show is nonsense. Sheep and goat entries were 
well up and 55 per cent of the county’s farmers 
were here actively involved in the show as 
exhibitors or stewards. 

‘We had 70 new Kent business exhibitors 
this year and many did good trade and have 
already booked to return next summer. We 
have improved the traffic problems and we 
will do more for the future.” 

As a deputy to Lord Lieutenant of Kent and 
a farmer he is passionate about the county 
and in his role as head of the premier agricul¬ 
tural showcase was delighted with the support 
of farmers and growers from across the 
Garden of England to provide a shop window 
for their skills to 90,000 plus visitors.

Q How did you get the position of manager at Ashford 
Designer Outlet? 

A I got the job after being approached by 
McArthurGlen through my association 
with brand partners such as Next and Nike.

A WOMAN lost her 22-year battle 
with cancer just two days before she 
was due to run the Race for Life. 

Tragic Marie Twyman died on July 10, aged 
just 29, yet her friends still managed to don 
1980s gear and run the event in her honour. 

Marie was initially diagnosed with cancer at 
the age of seven and had an operation to 
remove a tumour from her shoulder. 

But after going to Portugal to work as a holi¬ 
day rep in her early 20s she began suffering 
blinding headaches and had to return home. 

She was diagnosed with a brain tumour and 
breast cancer and for the past five years had 
been undergoing constant treatment. 

Her best friend, Clare Cockell, 27, who is 
manager of The Reef spa and salon in Gabriels 
Hill, Maidstone, said: “Marie and I went to col¬ 
lege in Canterbury together. 

“She was fine up until she became a holiday 
rep, when she started getting headaches and 
had to come home. She found out she had a 
brain tumour in 2004 and had to have three 
operations. 

“She also got breast cancer, which they could¬ 
n’t treat until they had finished treating the 
brain tumour. It was hard for her. Her mum 
had cancer, too, and didn’t die that long ago. 

“The doctors told her they couldn’t get all of it, 
but she remained positive. 

“She had the last operation in March this 
year, and we had planned to do the Race for Life 
in Heme Bay, but four weeks ago she couldn’t 
use her left side. 

“I saw her two or three weeks ago and when 


she got out of bed she fell over and was slurring. 
Even then she was still happy, but it became 
obvious she wasn’t going to be able to mn the 
race. Marie had always done the Race for Life 
with her mum and I have done it with her for 
the last three years. She loved it and couldn’t 
stop talking about this year’s race. 

“She was saying she’d do it even if we had to 
push her round, but she never got the chance.” 

Single Marie died at the Pilgrims Hospice in 
her home city of Canterbury. Her friends - 
including Clare, her mum Annette, 50, and fel¬ 
low Reef worker Jemma Haywood, 23 - ran the 


race and raised more than £1,000 for Cancer 
Research UK. Clare said: “The donations and 
support have been truly amazing. When I first 
set up our fundraising page I set the target at 
£1,000 and I remember Marie saying, "You’ve 
set a really high target’, so I changed it to £500. 

“I am so pleased we have now reached that 
high target for her. She deserves it as she was 
such an inspiration. 

""She always had a smile on her face, no mat¬ 
ter what. She will be hugely missed.”

Force backs 
recruitment 
of gypsies to 
end mistrust 

GYPSIES and travellers are being 
recruited by Kent Police to ensure the 
force represents the community it serves. 

Officers believe that by giving jobs to 
people from the minority group they will 
be able to smooth what is often a rocky 
relationship between the two sides. 

However, some are concerned tick-box 
targets could lower standards if vacancies 
are given to gypsies and travellers rather 
than the best candidates. 

Earlier this year a report by the 
Association of Police Authorities (APA) 
suggested forces should seek to recruit 
from under-represented groups. 

Assistant Chief Constable of Kent 
Police Allyn Thomas said: “We seek to 
recruit as widely as possible and welcome 
applicants from all ethnic backgrounds. 

Legitimacy 

“We have a gypsy and traveller action 
group which advises us. Recruiting offi¬ 
cers from a variety of ethnic groups 
enhances the legitimacy of policing in the 
eyes of those communities.” 

The initiative has been backed by cam¬ 
paigners for travellers’ equality, including 
the Canterbury Gypsy Support Group. 

Vice-chairman Joe Jones said it was 
important his people were given the same 
career opportunities, but didn’t think 
there would be a rush to sign up. 

He said: ‘"Gypsies and travellers are far 
from being policed in the real sense. The 
only time we meet is when our camps are 
raided or we are being made to move on. 

“We are the most misunderstood group 
of people in the British Isles and nobody 
really cares about us, but by the police 
looking to recruit us it shows that we 
have finally arrived in society.”

CALLS are growing for a univer¬ 
sal kerbside recycling scheme to 
be provided across the county. 

At the moment provision is patchy, with 
each of the 12 district and borough councils 
and Medway’s unitary authority offering a 
different service. 

Kent County Council has said that current 
provision “could be better” and is asking 
residents for their views about a countywide 
doorstep recycling scheme. 

Steve Dawe, spokesman for the Green 
Party in Kent, said: “It remains a major prob¬ 
lem to get councils to collect glass and plas¬ 
tics. They talk about it not being economical, 
but if it was done on a larger scale it would 
justify the cost. 

“Sharing between councils would not only 
increase the percentage of recycling to a high¬ 
er level for households and businesses, there 
would also be more jobs in these areas. If 
every local council did the same, then it would 
generate 50,000 more jobs across the county.” 

Dumped 

Rubbish that is not recycled is dumped in 
landfill sites, except in Ashford, Maidstone, 
Sevenoaks, Swale, Tonbridge and Tunbridge 
Wells, where it is taken to the Energy From 
Waste Plant at Allington. There it is burnt to 
produce power for the national grid. 

We asked each local authority in the county 
responsible for kerbside recycling collections to 
provide details about its services. Most collect a 
good variety of paper and cardboard waste 
from householders’ doorsteps. 

However, Ashford council does not take 
shredded paper, envelopes with windows and 
coloured shiny leaflets because they can’t be 
turned into newsprint when they are taken to 
Aylesford Newsprint, near Maidstone. 

Ashford residents also do not get their plas¬ 
tics picked up at the kerbside due to expense, 
although the council does collect glass. 

Several councils provide ‘co-mingled’ 
schemes where all recyclables are put in

the same bin or bag. Residents do not have to 
sort their recycling, but critics of the scheme 
say more energy is used than in pre-sorted 
schemes because of the machines used to sep¬ 
arate the waste. 

There are also concerns that paper collected 
in the same container as plastic bottles and 
metal cans is contaminated by food and liquid 
waste - making it unusable for recycling. 

A Sevenoaks council spokesman said in 
some areas participation in the recycling 
scheme was as high as 93-100 per cent. 

“Some 24 tonnes of recycling sacks from the 
council were recently audited to determine 
the breakdown of materials in them,” he said. 

“The audit found that less than half of one 
per cent (0.375 per cent) of the contents were 
materials that could not be recycled.” 

Dover council provides a ‘sorted’ scheme with 
different boxes for different waste. 

A spokesman said: “Collecting paper and 
cardboard separate from plastics, glass and 
cans enables the collection of clean paper and 
cardboard that can be sold easily.” 

Most of the councils have decided recycling 
more plastics other than bottles was com¬ 
mercially unviable, and most charge for the 
collection of garden waste. 

Tunbridge Wells council launched a kerb- 
side service to collect plastic bottles on July 3. 

A spokeswoman said: “Plastic bottles are a 
good clean material more readily marketed in 
the UK for recycling. If we collect mixed plas¬ 


tics the markets are not so readily available. 
There are higher sorting and cleansing costs, 
often resulting in a product for which there 
are limited markets.” 

Residents recycled 47 per cent of their 
waste last year, she said. 

In Tonbridge and Mailing residents recycled 
and composted 46 per cent of waste collected. 


Nick Chard, KCC’s cabinet member for the 
environment and waste, said: “We have got to 
look at how we can improve recycling and get 
really good value for money. 

“A lot of saving could be made on the total 
cost of waste if we were more joined up 
between districts and county. It is a good 
service at the moment, but it could be better.”

that meant truck¬ 
ers had to park up and wait for Monday to 
cross the Channel. 

Orbital Business Park cost them nothing, 
while a night at the Truck Stop hits £25. There 
was quite a social scene going on, too. 


Truckers in the back of empty trailer units, 
sat on their fold-up chairs eating, drinking and 
marvelling over the cheap junk they’d bought 
at the market. There were unsubstantiated 
reports of prostitution, but absolutely no doubt 
drivers used the verges as a toilet and, worst 
of all, they caused traffic chaos. 

It was dangerous trying to cross the road as 
motorists were forced on to the other side of 
the road to negotiate bends. It was a crazy sit¬ 
uation and after a long campaign by this 
newspaper (and others), the councils and 
police finally got together. 

When the lines went down a couple of weeks 
ago I was pleased, at last the road chaos and 
danger had gone. But I was wrong. By the first 


weekend the mainly East European drivers 
had worked out they could just squeeze two 
lorries into the space between the yellow lines 
as well as either side of the cattle market sec¬ 
ond entrance, and one cheeky blighter even 
parked in the beginning of the residential 
street off the roundabout. I urge the police and 
county and district councils to get down there 
and sort out the yellow lines properly. 

Then we must accept the need for proper 
truck parking areas, with proper facilities, for 
the lorries we need. And at a reasonable price.

His impressive debuts include his 1977 performance at 
London’s Royal Festival Hall, the Berlin Philharmonic in 
1980 and his New York orchestral debut in 1987. During 
his long career Kennedy has performed for numerous 
members of the Royal family and received many acco¬ 
lades, such as Outstanding Contribution to British Music 
and Male Artist of the Year gongs at the Brit Awards. 
From his first award-winning recording in 1985, 
Kennedy has created an extensive 
discography. His recording of 
Vivaldi’s Four Seasons entered the 
Guinness Book of Records as the 
bestselling classical work of all 
time, with more than two million 
copies sold.

Magical superstar - or 
just a normal teenager?

AN EARNEST young actor bursts 
into the room, grabs my hand in a 
shake and says: “Hi, Fm Daniel”. 

But he doesn’t need to make an introduction. 

Daniel Radcliffe has one of the most recog¬ 
nised faces in the world thanks to a certain 
boy wizard named Harry Potter. 

In fact, after seven years playing JK 
Rowling’s creation there can’t be many places 
where the 19-year-old isn’t known. 

Dressed simply in a red shirt and jeans, 
Daniel scans the hotel suite in London with 
curiosity. But once he starts talking about 
something, the words just flow in a torrent of 
excitement. 

Harry Potter And The Half-Blood Prince, the 
sixth film in the highly successful franchise, 
once again pits Harry and his faithful side- 
kicks Ron Weasley (Rupert Grint) and 
Hermione Granger (Emma Watson) against 
dark forces. 

With the evil Voldemort on the rise, the stu¬ 
dents at Hogwarts have to be ever more vigi¬ 
lant about who is among them. 

Returning teacher Professor Horace 
Slughom (Jim Broadbent) provides Harry 
with valuable knowledge about his former 
pupil Tom Riddle, a boy who would grow up to 
become a threat to the wizarding world. 

There’s also romance in the air, as Ron gets 
a new girlfriend, making Hermione jealous, 
and Harry kisses Ron’s sister Ginny (Bonnie 
Wright) for the first time. 

“It was weird, because I’ve known Bonnie 
since she was nine. When Katie Leung was 
brought in to play Cho (Harry’s first love), we 
all knew she was going to be the love interest, 
but with Bonnie as Ginny, she was just

brought in to play Ron’s little sister, so it was 
kind of odd kissing her.” 

That said, Daniel claims he wasn’t nervous 
about the scene. Partly because he had just 
been performing in a West End and Broadway 
production of Seventies play Equus, which 
involved getting his clothes off every night.

THERE’S more to Egypt 
than the Pyramids of 
Giza and a trip deep 
into the western desert 
reveals one of its less 
well-known treasures. 

A three-hour drive south from 
the coastal town of Marsa 
Matruh, and 350 miles south-west 
of bustling Cairo, Siwa Oasis is a 
dust-coloured settlement that has 
changed little in centuries. 

But the ‘oasis of a million palm 
trees’ is more than a patch of 
green in an expanse of sandy 
desert. It boasts several ancient 
ruins, including the Temple of 
the Oracle (pictured) linked to 
Alexander the Great and its own 
‘mountain of the dead’ contain¬ 
ing ancient tombs. 

The palm trees which give the 
city its name and are so impor¬ 
tant to the area that they cannot 
be chopped down. As a result, our 
hotel had several trees protruding 
through the dining room and up 
into the terrace where they cast a 
welcome shadow from the sun. 

Unlike the Western bustle of 
Cairo, Siwa is a traditional place 
- the women are totally covered 
in public and there isn’t a drop of 
alcohol to buy. However, they 
don’t mind if you bring your own. 

We headed out of town to see

some of the places originally set¬ 
tled by the Bedouin before they 
moved into Siwa, as well as the 
salt lakes and springs which rise 
like mirages out of the desert. 

One of the highlights of the trip 
was the desert safari, where we 
stopped at an oasis lake for a 
swim, before heading to a part of 
the desert littered with the fos¬ 
sils of seashells dating back mil¬ 
lions of years to when the Sahara 
was at the bottom of the sea. 

We also went to Giza, where 
the crowds of tourists, the camel- 
ride salesmen and the security 
searches are as much a part of 
the experience as the Pyramids 
themselves. 

Our Egyptologist guide dis¬ 
missed a number of the theories 
about the Pyramids - including 
the belief they were built by 
slaves - but told us their dimen¬ 
sions were perfect for withstand¬ 
ing earthquakes. We got a 
chance to see belly dancing and 
whirling dervishes on a Nile 
cruise, which fabulously showed 
off the capital city by night. 

It was a world away from the 
donkey carts and sunsets over the 
desert of Siwa, and hard to believe 
the two places were part of the 
same country - and the one trip.

Lender offers 125% to 
tackle negative equity 

THE Nationwide Building Society is 
offering a 125 per cent mortgage, but it 
is only available to existing customers 
in negative equity who want to move 
house. 

The UK’s largest building society said 
it was a “niche offer” and not everyone in 
negative equity will be eligible. 

These types of loans have been criti¬ 
cised in the past, and since the credit 
crunch have been withdrawn from the 
market altogether. 

They were available at the height of 
the property boom and borrowers were 
immediately placed in negative equity 
once house prices began their descent. 

The Financial Services Authority is 
considering restricting mortgage loans 
to 100 per cent of a property’s value. 

Meanwhile, under the Nationwide’s 
new offer, borrowers would take out a 
loan for 95 per cent of the value of their 
new property at a fixed rate of 6.73 per 
cent for three years or 7.48 per cent for 
five years. 

The interest rates for the additional 
borrowing, up to another 30 per cent, 
rise to 7.23 per cent and 7.98 per cent 
respectively. 

First-time buyers get 
cash help from parents 

CASH gifts and loans from parents 
and other family members are boosting 
the housing market for young first-time 
buyers. 

Data from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders says 80 per cent of first-time 
buyers under the age of 30 are likely to 
have received help from parents to make 
the 25 per cent downpayment now 
required by the majority of lenders, the 
council says. 

In 2006, this figure was about 40 
per cent. 

However, figures are still down on sim¬ 
ilar statistics for 12 months ago, despite 
the rally. 

Some 14,000 loans to buy homes were 
made to first-time buyers in May, up 2 
per cent from April but still almost 30 
per cent down on May 2008. 

However, the data also suggests that 
lenders are no longer tightening their 
criteria when it comes to putting out 
money, a trend which has been evident 
since late last year. 

Average loans to first-time buyers 
were almost three times income in 
May, the same as April, according to the 
findings. 



Recovery hindered 
by under-valuations 



OBSTACLE: Lenders' surveyors have been accused of

PEOPLE looking to buy a new 
home are being thwarted by banks 
offering mortgages below the 
builder’s asking price, two of the 
country’s largest homebuilders 
claim. 

Barratt Developments and Redrow have 
accused banks of stalling the housing market’s 
recovery by downgrading their valuations on 
new properties in a bid to restrict lending. 

The activity means that househunters have 
to come up with more cash than they would 
normally need to complete purchases. 

Redrow said the “widespread practice of 
downvaluation by surveyors representing 
mortgage lenders” posed a “major obstacle to 
the recovery of the housing market”. 

Having agreed a price with the prospective 
buyer, Redrow said deals were then being 
undermined when surveyors valued the 
homes at less than the asking price. 

This meant that potential buyers could only 
get a mortgage for the valuation price, leaving 
them to either come up with a larger deposit or 
pull out of the sale. 

Redrow, which saw completed sales slide 46 
per cent to 2,113 in the 12 months to the end 
of June, blamed the gap in valuation for about 
two-thirds of its cancellation rate of 20 per 
cent as potential buyers were forced to give up 
on buying the property. 

Steve Morgan, company chairman, said: “It’s 
not happening all the time, but there are too 
many incidents of it. We’re seeing a tremen¬ 
dous discrepancy over valuation.” 

Newly-built houses can be more expen¬ 
sive compared with older houses, but a 
Redrow spokesman said there were cost 
savings associated with newer homes, such 


as included energy efficiency. The concern 
was echoed by Mark Clare, chief executive 
of Barratt Developments, who said the 
policy was creating a “two-scheme mortgage 
sector”. 

“Someone who has equity or savings might 
be able to manage, but a first-time buyer 
might be left in a situation where they can’t 
proceed,” he said. 

He added that one of the key problems 
was surveyors comparing a new-build to an 
older house. 

'We’re not asking for new-builds to be valued 
at a premium, but for them to be valued appro¬ 
priately,” said Mr Clare. “If we can’t get the 
right price, we will remarket the property.” 

Mr Clare added that the current situation 
was more buoyant and “dramatically differ¬ 
ent” to the autumn, when the company was 
trying to reduce stock and had to take what 
was being offered. 

“We’re now building to order,” he said. 

Barry Hall, of the Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors, said the initial builder’s 
price was not necessarily a market valuation. 

“If a surveyor values the house at less than 
the asking price, that’s presented as a down- 
valuing, but that’s a myth,” he said. 

He added that there was “nothing wrong” 
with lenders asking surveyors asked to value 
a house as second-hand rather than new, but 
added he was “not convinced” that the lender 
always made this clear to the buyer. 

Mr Hall said there had been problems in 
the past with housebuilders adding incentives 
to the cost of a new house such as fitted 
carpets or a year’s free groceries, masking the 
real price. 

A spokesman for the Home Builders 
Federation said: “There is an issue with valua¬ 
tions and it’s a concern to the industry. 

“We are trying to work with the lenders, 
their representatives and the Government to 
find ways to improve the situation.” 


Signs of growing confidence 


OPTIMISM in the housing market is rising in 
the South East as potential buyers continue to 
show interest, according to the Royal Institute 
of Chartered Surveyors. 

A survey for June found that confidence is 
returning, thanks to a rise in price expecta¬ 
tions, supported by low levels of stocks on sur¬ 
veyors’ books and increasing buyer enquiries. 

Evidence that activity in the housing market 
is picking up, albeit from very low levels, has 
increased surveyor optimism. 

The net balance of surveyors in the region 


expecting price increases rose, with 29 per 
cent expecting house prices to rise, compared 
with a negative reading of five per cent in May. 

The rise in optimism has been driven by the 
continuing upturn in buyer enquiries and 
falling levels of fresh supply. 

The survey also contains more definitive 
signs that the rebound in enquiries is now 
feeding thorough into increased transactions. 

Sales rose again, with the average numbers 
of properties sold over the past three months 
rising to 12.7, up from 11.7 in May. 


Jeremy Leaf, RICS South East spokesman, 
said: “Although the market is showing signs of 
improvement, it is unlikely that there will be a 
sustained recovery while mortgage lenders 
remain risk-adverse. 

“A lack of supply on the market is providing 
a platform for modest price increases. 

“While supply remains tight, the market is 
likely to show tentative signs of progress, but 
instructions are starting to increase and will 
dampen any serious improvement while eco¬ 
nomic conditions remain uncertain.”

There’s no respite inside: red highlights and 
dragon motif mats assault the eye while a ‘soul¬ 
ful’ sound system comes with 315-watt output, 
dash-top boombox and front door speakers that 
can light up or throb red to the beat.

extra motive power to the rear end. 

A high lift tailgate accesses a huge boot with 
deep underfloor storage; fold the rear seats 
and you can cram the car to its high roofline - 
Kia claims it will take two mountain bikes. 

The Soul is a deceptively tidy drive too with 
good levels of grip and a sporty nature yet 
decent ride, all helped by a wide track and 
long wheelbase. 

You get the 4x4 high driving position and 
image without the heaviness and wallowing 
on the comers. 

Engine choice is a 1.6-litre petrol or diesel 
with 124 and 126bhp respectively. The latter is 
smoother with more low-down punch and 
should average at least lOmpg more than its 
petrol sister. The nose feels weightier and bet¬ 
ter planted when pressing on too. 

However, the diesel option adds a grand to 
the price of whichever model you choose.

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Camier steers closer towards British title 


EVENTFUL: Leon Camier tasted victory at a wet Mallory Park 


LEON Camier inched closer to 
the British Superbike title with 
his 11th win of the season at 
Mallory Park on Sunday. 

The 22-year-old, from Ashford, 
took the chequered flag in one of 
the races and finished second in 
the other as his Airwaves 
Ducati team claimed a double 
one-two. The results kept 
Camier 75 points clear of team¬ 
mate James Ellison in the 
championship and on course for 
the biggest title of his fledgling 
career. 

Both races were very eventful 
for the talented rider. The pole 
sitter was forced on to the grass 
to avoid an accident at the first 
comer in race one and fell all 
the way down to 23rd place. Not 
for the first time this season 
Camier showed off his overtak¬ 
ing skills, scything through the 
field up to eighth place, just 
behind Ellison. 


The race ended early with a 
red flag in bizarre circum¬ 
stances seven laps from the fin¬ 
ish after an accident saw the 
first six riders all crash out. 
With more than two-thirds of 
the distance covered, Ellison 
and Camier were elevated to 
the top two steps on the podium. 

Camier said: “I feel really 
sorry for the guys that were 
involved but of course another 
one-two for Airwaves Yamaha is 
a great result for us.” 

Heavy rain brought out the 
second red flag of the day in race 
two, with Camier out in front in 
his first experience of riding the 
Ducati in the wet. As only 17 
laps had been raced, the riders 
were only awarded half points. 

The next round is at Brands 
Hatch on August 7.

Substitute Lawrence Harvey scored 
the only goal in the game. 

Although his side has a long way to go before 
they are ready for the start of the season, 
Lovell was happy with Saturday’s outcome. 

He said: “Considering it was a new side and 
the first time some of the players had met, we 
did very well. It was a worthwhile exercise and 
some of the players were very impressive. We 
have still got a month to go before the start of 
the season, which is plenty of time to get the 
squad fit and ready to go.” 

Ashford will face a stronger test for their 
next pre-season challenge with a game 
against Ryman Premier side Maidstone 
United at The Homelands on Thursday. 



LAST CHANCE: Lisa Dobriskey has one chance to earn her 
place in the World Athletics Championships this weekend 

Dobriskey focuses 
on strong London 
Grand Prix display 

LISA Dobriskey’s World Athletics 
Championship selection hopes rest on a 
strong performance at the London Grand 
Prix this weekend. 

The Ashford 1500m runner, who finished 
fourth in the Beijing Olympics last year, 
was forced to pull out of the all-important 
World Trials at Birmingham earlier this 
month due to a thigh injury. 

The 25-year-old picked up the stress 
injury to her leg in May and has struggled 
to recover. After assessing the injury, coach 
George Gandy and Dobriskey decided to 
withdraw from the trials. 

With the Great Britain squad announced 
after this weekend’s London Grand Prix, 
Dobriskey’s fate will be in the hands of the 
team selectors. 

Gandy admitted it would be a gamble for 
Dobriskey to compete in London, but one 
that could pay dividends. 

He said: “When you are recovering from 
an injury like Lisa’s you need as much 
preparation time as possible for events. 
Gearing up for the London Grand Prix, Lisa 
will have a lot more track sessions under 
her belt, which can only be a good thing and 
there will be less risk of making the injury 
worse.” 

Her recovery has gone from strength to 
strength and last week Dobriskey returned 
to the track to compete in a 1500m event at 
Lucerne in Switzerland. She won the event 
with a time of four minutes and eight sec¬ 
onds, which would have been good enough 
to win the World Trials two weeks ago. 

Gandy believes as many as two 1500m 
places could be undecided at the event, 
which could aid Dobriskey as long as she 
performs well at the event. However, 
Charlene Thomas, Stephanie Twell and 
Hannah England, who finished in the top 
three at the trials in Birmingham, will give 
Dobriskey strong competition.

Just don't become one of the 965 
cases of people in east Kent turned 
up at accident and emergency with 
food poisoning last year - that 
doesn't include those who suffered 
nasty fire-related injuries either! 

When you're cooking on a 
barbecue, make sure you: 


19. Place your barbecue on a level 
surface, away from plants and 
trees. 


20. Cover the bottom of your 
barbecue with coal to a depth 
of no more than 5cm (2in). 


21. Use only recognised firelighters 
or starter fuel, and then only on 
cold coals. 



22. Wait until coals are glowing red 
with a powdery grey surface 
before you start cooking. 

23. Wash your hands every time you 
touch raw meat and keep it 
separate from other foods. 

24. Properly thaw frozen meat 
before you cook it. 

25. Turn meat regularly and move 
it around the barbecue to cook 
it evenly. 

26. Remember that meat is safe to 
eat only when it is piping hot in 
the centre, there is no pink meat 
visible and the juices are clear. 

27. Keep prepared food in the 
fridge wherever possible and 
don't leave it out in the sun. 


A sexually transmitted infection 
(STI) or unintended pregnancy can 
be the worst kind of souvenir to 
bring home.

28. Always buy a pack of condoms 
in addition to your normal 
contraception. 

29. Vomiting, diarrhoea, and some 
medicines, including some 
antibiotics and some anti¬ 
malaria drugs can make the 
contraceptive pill and some 
contraceptive implants less 
effective so always use a 
condom to help protect against 
pregnancy and STIs. 

30. Only buy condoms with the CE 
mark on the packet. 

31. Keep condoms away from 
oil-based products such as suntan 
lotion, baby oil and lipstick. 

32. Store condoms in a cool, 
dry place.

For most people, stings and bites 
from insects are painful but harmless. 
However, if you also experience 
symptoms anywhere else you may be 
having an allergic reaction and should 
seek emergency medical treatment. 

33. Remove the sting as soon as 
possible with your fingers or 
tweezers. 

34. Bee stings have a poisonous sac 
so take care not to puncture it 
as you remove the sting. 

35. Wash the area with soap and 
water. 

36. Put a cold flannel on the area. 

37. Raise the part of the body that 
has been stung or bitten to 
prevent swelling. 

38. Use a spray, or cream, containing 
local anaesthetic or antihistamine 
on the affected area to help 
prevent itching and swelling. 

39. Take painkillers, such as 
paracetamol (if the sting or bite 
is very painful). 

40. Don't scratch the area, as it may 
become infected. 

41. Consult your GP if redness and 
itching does not clear up after 
48 hours.

45. Check the garden regularly for 
potential hazards, such as tools, 
ponds or water butts.

47. Protect your child from the sun. 

48. Be safe around water with 
your child. 

49. Consider taking a first aid course.
